Sir: 

In reply to the Office Action dated June 2, 2003, requesting several elections of 
species to prosecute in the above-referenced patent application, Applicants hereby 
provisionally elect the species listed below. The species elections are made without traverse. 

Insofar as the Examiner requires an election of species wherein the peptide is 
endogenous ly processed from a poly or oligo peptide, Applicants hereby provisionally elect: 
A) an oligopeptide less than 15 amino acid residues in length comprising the peptide, 
represented by claim 181. 

Insofar as the Examiner requires an election of species wherein the evaluating step 
is for the ability to induce an HLA-B7 restricted CTL response, Applicants hereby 
provisionally elect: B) in vitro, represented by claim 192. 

Insofar as the Examiner requires an election of species of method, Applicants hereby 
provisionally elect: C) administering a vaccine, represented by claim 198.
